Supervisor BWC Labeling Review Tutorial 


1. Use the search pane "Time and Date" "Range" select "User" under the "Filter" section. 

(Note: you can also select "Last_days" in the "Time and Date" fdter and input the last 

number of days you wish to view i.e. 30) 

2. At the bottom of the search pane, a search field will appear to search for a specific 
deputy. 

3. Select the correct deputy and press the search button at the top right of the search pane. 














4. BWC videos from the specified date range for the selected user will populate. 

5. Next, place the computer mouse over each BWC video thumbnail to verify a "Title," 
"Category," and Event Number (one that does not have "-CAD" at the end) is labeled.
